To the lengthened captivity of Bunyan,was 
due the calm mind which he finally possess- 
ed, and which rendered possible the creation 
of this glorious work to which he owes his 
earthly immortality. With him, time fled 
swiftly and sweetly along, notwithstanding 
all his cares, and never were twelve years of 
capacity made to yield a riper harvest, both 
for the happiness of the prisoner himself, 
and for the world.

It seems a settled order of things that im- 
pressions left on the world by very prominent 
characters neither remain stationary nor the 
same in degree; but the twilight of great 
characters, as they sink to rest from their toils | 
and troubles here, seem to give coloring to 
all their past actions, and this tint, whatever 
it be, goes on deepening until there is nothing | 
of an opposite nature which is not merged in 
and swallowed up by it. No man, in his life 
time, has not had his failings, but of many 
men, when dead, we hear nothing mentioned 
but their virtues. Washington, in his lite- 
time, was not without his enemies and bitter 
opponents, and even Benedict Arnold was 
not without his friends, Now, we know the 
one only in his virtues, and from almost the 
acme of human greatness; the other, only in 
his disgrace. ‘The former left a character 
which, closing up on all sides, has shut out 


every fault, while the latter went, leaving an 


impression which, like an infected vapor, has |

waived his claim and served asa volunteer. 
After taking this and another fortress, and 
doing other active and considerable service 
in the cause of the country, the Legislature 
of Massachusetts sent a delegation to inquire 
into his conduct, judye of Ais caparity, and, if 
necessary, order him home; at least, to ap- 
point another over him. ‘This measure, un- 
precedented and. insulting, 
omitted nothing enjoined in his commission, 
and had paid out of his own pocket between 
three and four hundred pounds in the public 


service, was sufficiently unjust to have roused | 


the indignation of cooler minds than that of 
Arnold. He resigned his command, dis- 
charged his men, and returned to Cambridge. 
Soon after the invasion of Canada was planned, 
and Washington, knowing his character, ap-

demand of Congress an investigation of his 
conduct; but, while on his way, having 
learned that a new wrong had been done his 
country, the burning of Danbury, Connecid- 
cut, ne forgot his own, and hastened to 
avenge that. On account of his conduct here 
Congress gave him the title of major-general, 
but withheld his proper rank. 
obtained an hearing at the Board of War,

Public expectation has, in some degree, been 
disappointed ; for though the political friends 
of the Governor have full faith in his ability, 
yet, knowing him to be a strong party-man, 
they were of oj inion that his recommenda- 
tions concerning State affairs would, in some 
measure, be mingled with party considera- 
tions —while the enemies of the present gov- 
ernment were prepared to attack such por- 
tions of the address as referred to our rela- 
tions with other States, and with the Nation- 
al Government. The Governor says nothing 
which can be construed into partizanship, 
and does not, cither by inuendo or direct 
mention, refer to our Federal relations. 

Most of our readers have perused with 
pleasure the address, and we need not refer 
in detail to the matters of which it treats. 
The financial and educational interests of the 
State are discussed in a clear and direct style, 
not common in State papers, and the recom- 
mendations of the Governor are characterized 
by a high-minded liberality which is not at 
War with true economy. 

The carefully considered suggestions of the 
Governor, relating to the charitable institu- 
tions of the State, demand careful considera- 
tion from legislators and the people. We 
shall not attempt to make any abstract of the 
address, for upon perusal it will be found al- 
xeady sufficiently concise, and we would urge 
all our readers to take advantage of this op- 
portunity for obtaining a definite knowledge 
of the present financial condition of the 
Commonwealth, and of the various interests 
which they have confided to the care of their 
legislators, ‘These interests are exhibited in 
such terse and’pointed language that the legis- 
lature cannot avoid the responsibility which 
now rests upon them, but will be called up- 
on to consider carefully and thoroughly each 
distinct recommendation, The people will 
not permit legislators to pass lightly over 
matters, the importance of which is clear to 
the plainest comprehension, but will punish 
sins of omission as severely as sins of com- 
mission. » 

There are no ‘fancy questions,"’ so called, 
mooted in the address, and hence there will 
We no excuse fur making long speeches to 
**buncum.”’ By ‘fancy question” is meant 
such a subject for discussion as has no par- 
ticular reference to matters of State policy, 
but involves some great party principles reso- 
lutions in regard to some act of the Execu- 
tive of South Carolina or Alabama, or relgt- 
ing to the course of the National Administra- 
tion iu regard to Kansas. The discussion of 
such question’ serves no practical purpose, 
but merely gives an opportunity for the ora- 
tors, upon both sides of the house, to air their 
rhetoric at the expense of the Commenwealth, 
Mnough of practical importance is mentioned 
in the Address of the Governor to occupy 
all the time of the Legislature, and we look 
forward confidently te a session of hard work.

ononxen's Inqurst.—The body of a man 
named Timothy John Harrington was found 
in the woods near Frog Hole, about half a| 
mile from the Watering Station, on Sunday 
last, by two boys, Geo, E. Hooper and F. M. 
Bryant. Information of the finding of the 
body was given to Thomas J. Porter, Esq., 
Coroner, who had it removed on Sunday 
evening, and on Monday summoned a Coro- 
ner’s jury to investigate the circumstances of 
his death. The jury consisted of the follow- 
ing gentlemen :—-Bowen Buckman, foreman, 
D. G, Converse, L. P. Davis, B. T. H. Por- 
ter, Geo. Thompson and Joseph B. Stowers. 
In evidence it appeared before the jury that 
the mind of the deceased had been deranged, 
probably by excesses, for a day or two previous 


to his disappearance. ‘That on the morning 
of the Ist of January, about 3 o'clock, he 
arose from his bed in a state of delirium and 
left the house; that he was seen in two 
saloons in the Centre of the town at a late} 
hour on Saturday night ; that he was engag- 
ed in a fight and was struck once certainly, 
probably twice ; that the overcoat and cap 
he had on when he left his boarding house 
was not found with the body. An exami- 
nation of the body revealed the fact of a 
severe blow having been inflicted on the left 
temple, discolorations under the left car also 
indicated that he had been struck there. It} 
did not appear that he was seen by any _per- 
son after the melee on Saturday night. Eight | 
witnesses were examined, and the jury, after 
deliberating some time, rendered the follow- 
ing verdict : 


‘That the said Harrington came to his, 
death between the mornings of the first and 
ninth day of January, 1859, in consequence | 
of hunger and exposure to the inclemency of 
the weather, he having wandered away from | 
his home in a state of mental derangement, 
superinduced, as the Jury believe, by intem- 
perance.”"

sinter boots or shoes ; shoes are better for 
erdinary, every day use, as they allow the 
ready escape of odors, while they strengthen 
the ankle, accustoming them to depend on 
themselves. A very slight accident is suf- 
ficient to cause a sprained ankle to an habit- 
ual boot wearer. Besides, a shoe compresses 
Jess, and hence admits of a more vigorous 
eirculation of blood. But wear boots when 
you ride or travel. Give dircetion, also, to 
have nocork or India rubber about the shoes, 
hut to place between the layers of the soles, 
from out to out, a piece of stout hemp or tow 
linen, which has been dipped in melted pitch. 
This is absolutely impervious to water—does 
not absorb a particle — while we know that 
cork does, and after a while becomes ‘soggy,’ 
and damp for weeks, When you put them 
on for'the first time, they are as ‘casy as an 
old shoe,’ and you may stand on damp places 
for hours with impunity.”

The Revision of the Statutes. 

On Monday last, General B. F. Butler, of 
Lowell, offered to the Senate a series of reso- 
lutions on the subject cf the New Revision of 
the Statutes, containing some very sensible 
suggestions as to the method to be pursued 
in the consideration of the revision by the 
Legislature. 

The Commission which has lately completed 
its labors has had a work of no ordinary 
difficulty to perform. No revision having 
been made since 1836, the commissioners have 
found it necessary to collate the old revision, 
with twenty-two volumes of annual laws and 
resoives passed since that time, to modify 
original enactments by consulting amend- 
ments, to reconcile apparent differences, and 
to overcome real differences by stating the 
law as, in their judgment, the Legislature 
intended it should be. Many plain contra- 
dictions appear in the Statutes as they now 
stand, to the great annoyance of the legal 
practitioner, and to the confusion of individual 


rights.

Chapin, Clark, 
Clough, B. Cutter, Drew, Heath, Holmes, 
Ingalls, Rickard, ‘fToothaker and Wakefield, 
members, and Dr. C, ‘IT, Lang and J. P. Con- 
verse, Esq., by invitation. After transacting 
the business in connection with the Com- 
mittee on Periodicals, a paper was read by 
Dr. $. A. Toothaker, describing the case of 
the child of John L. Howard, in Wilmington, 
who had retained a part of a seed of a custard 
squash in its windpipe upwards of eleven 
months, when it was ejected, and recovery 
from distressing symptoms took place. This 
was followed by discussion of similar acei- 
dents, and a paper on a fatal case of hemor- 
rhage from the stomach, presented by Dr. H. 
Holmes, of Lexington, After disposing of 
this, Dr. Ingalls introduced the subject of 
hooping cough, and the treatment of it with 
nitric acid mixture. A discussion of the sub- 
ject followed, and the merits of different 
articles of the materia medica and of regimen, 
in the treatment of hooping cough, was con- 
sidered; suchas nursing, change of residence, 
vaccination, hydroeyannic acid, cochineal, 
tincture of larkspur, a mixture of linseed oil, 
honey and rum, and the various popular re- 
medies, not forgetting Moore's essence of life, 
alias pgyegoric, The disease is very capricious, 
attacking some gud passing by others, Some 
never tyke it, while persons in the downhill 
of life are sometimes afflicted with it.

For the first time for many years, authorised 
drafts upon the Treasurer of the United States 
have been dishonored. The Treasury has

Politicians, will endeavor to convince us 
that this is a very alarming circumstance ; 
but no man, who has the faintest conception 
of the resources of our country, will experience 
any serious misgiving, because, for a moment, 
gold and silver are not to be found in the 
national coffers. If the necessity arises, our 
own citizens will loan the government a hun- 
dred millions, and pay a premium for the 
privilege. 

But is it good policy to carry on the na- 
tional government by aid of loans? Is not 
the negotiation of loans to override a present 
difficulty, a remedy which tends rather to 
increase the disease than to effect a cure? 
And would it not be advisable to husband 
our resources until they are called out by 
some great emergency ? 

The only alternative of the government in 
the present crisis, is to solicit loans or to re- 
vise the tariff. New England has no reason 
to regret the present embarrassment of the 
Treasury; what she could not have hoped from 
the favor of government, she is in a fair way 
to obtain from its necessities ; namely, a re- 
vision of the tariff which shall augment the 
revenue, while it affords incidental protection 
to home manufactures. 

It isa fact worth noting, that the l’resident, 
who has for many years been a member of the 
democratic party, and has strongly favored 
the free-trade policy of that party, is now so 
anxious for the revision of the tariff which 
shall materially increase the revenue, that, 
unless the present Congress attends to the 
matter, he threatens to call an extra session, 
during the coming summer, of the newly-| 
elected Congress, in which he has every rea- 
son to believe will be found a majority op- 
posed to his general policy.

liability and even certainty renders necessary 
the immense aggregate outlay for insurance ;

A Levee of the Sons of Temperance was 
held at Lyceum Hall, Winchester, on Thurs- 
day evening. The evening passed off very 
pleasantly. Addresses were made by Mr. 
Esty of Malden, and Alfred Norton, Esq., of 
Winchester. We give below Mr.Norton’s ad- 
dress, published at the request of many who 
heard it :— 


«The light which shines upon us this night 
is not that of these lamps alone, but is the 
light of an idea upon which your society is 
built. Temperance is that virtue around 
which, as a central sun, all the passions and 
the senses as plainly should ravolve, each ac- 
cording to its own law. In this results that 
harmony which gives the glow of health to 
the body, and enables the senses to become 
true ministers of the soul. ‘Temperance is 
that quality by which a true man is attained 
in the appetites, passions and actions. It is 
the zone of the muses. In short, it is the 
obedience of the appetites and passions to the 
law of reason, The senses may be compared 
to a ladder on which the angels of God ascend 
and descend. ‘The angels never build only 
on holy ground, These same senses, by in- 
temperance, conduct to the infernal regions, 
By their true discipline we become acquaint- 
ed with nature in her most beautiful forms. 
Our ear, by the education of temperance, is 
tuned to the delicate sensibility of one which, 
fable represents, could hear the grass grow. 
Then nature is transfigured before us. 

‘*We can see truly only as the internal light 
of the soul unites with the external light of 
the sun, and these on the condition that the 
senses are purified by temperance.

Mr. Prescott’s Method of Literary 
Labor. 

Everything that relates to the historical 
labor of the late William H, Prescott is of 
general interest. We have, therefore prepar- 
}ed a somewhat minute sketch of the method 
of preparation and composition adopted by 
the deceased, by which he was enabled to 
overcome his impaired vision, and to place 
his name among historians of the very first 
Mr. Prescott, it is well known, though 
not blind, was affected with a disorder of the 
nerve of the eye, so that he was wholly 
capacitated for reading and writing in the 
ordinary ways. He was exceedingly 
tematic in his mode of life, and devoted five 
hours out of the twenty-four to his historical 
labors. After breakfast he listened for an/ 
hour to some light reading, a novel, poem, or!

other entertaining book, He then walked for 
an hour, At half-past ten o'clock his sec- 
retary came to his study and remained till 
twelve o'clock. Another walk of an hour 
was taken, after which he went to his study 
and remained another hour and a half with 
his secretary. After dinner light reading 
was again resorted to, and at six o'clock the 
secretary returned and remained until eight. 
This routine of work and leisure was very 
rigidly observed throughout the season, dur- 
ing the years devoted to the preparation of 
his elaborate volumes. 

Mr. Prescott’s mode of writing history was 
this: we will take, for example, his last 
work,**Philip the Second.’’ He arranged in his 
study all the books and manuscripts relating 
to that monarch, which he had been years in 
collecting, at an expense of many thousand 
dollars, ‘They numbered three or four hun- 
dred printed volumes of all sizes. There 
were also some twenty thick folios of man- 
uscripts, richly bound, which probably cost 
more than all the rest of the cellection, 
though some of the printed works are ex- 
ceedingly rare and valuable—the libraries 
and bookstores of all Western Europe, from 
Cadiz to Amsterdam, having been ransacked | 
by agents in search of everything that could| 
throw light on the history of Philip the Sec-/| 


ond, Except dictionaries and other works) 
of reference, books not specially relating to) 
the subject in hand were excluded from the 
study. 

With his materials thus gathered about 
him, the Histciian cemmenced his work.

Of the three or 
four hundred volumes, a great majority of 
course proved worthless, being either merely 
repetitions, or compilations or translations. of 
preceding authors, or else, if original, with- 
out authority. The number of books of 
real value would be thus reduced down per- 
haps to a hundred. 

The huge folios of MSS. were next attack- 
ed. These had been examined by a compe- 
tent person, who prepared a careful digest 
and table of contents. The Secretary read 
this, and notes were dictated as he proceeded. 
Having thus as it were taken an account of 
stock, and ascertained the general character 
of his materials, they were next inspected in 
The first 
chapter of Philip the Second contains an ac- 
count of the abdication and last days of his 
father and predecessor, Charles the Fifth. 
The Secretary gathered round him every vol- 
ume, printed or MSS., which contained any- 
thing about the last named monarch. The 
books are in the English, French, Spanish, 
Italian and Latin languages. One by one 
they were read aloud, and copious notes were 
dictated. When everything that related to 
Charles the Fifth had thus been perused and 
noted, the historian began to compose his 
work, or, more properly speaking, to write 
it—for the process of composition had of 
course been going on in his mind during these 
preparatory labors. 

The apparatus used by Mr. Prescott con- 
sisted of a frame the size of a common sheet 
of letter paper, with brass wires inserted to 
correspond with the number of lines marked. 
Thin carbonated paper was used, and instead 
of a pen the writer employed a stylus with 
an agate point. The difficulty in the way of 
a person’s writing in the ordinary manner, 
whose vision is impaired, arises from not 
knowing when the ink is exhausted, and 
moreover the lines will run into one another. 
Roth difficulties are obviated by the simple 
arrangement just described. The pages thus 
written by Mr. Prescott were copied by the 
Seerctary, and read, that such interlineation, 
alterations and amendments might be made, 
as were needed, The materials for the second

| chapter, on the early life of Philip, were next 


taken up, and the same process repeated, un- 
til the volume is ready for the printer. About 
six years were devoted to the first two 
volumes of Phillip the Second, including the 
preparatory studies. These volumes appear- 
ed in 1855, the third of the series was issued 
within a few weeks, and it is understood that 
the forth is considerably advanced. 

The Hon. George Bancroft, in an eloquent 
tribute to his friend, before the New York 
Historical Society, thus referred to the studi- 
ous and systematic habits of Mr. Prescott : 
‘‘ His habits were methodically exact; re- 
tiring early and ever at the same hour, he 
rose carly alikein winter and in summer at 
the appointed moment, rousing himself in- 
stantly, though in the soundest sleep, at the 
first note of his alarm bell ; never giving in- 
dulgence to lassitude or delay. To the hours 
which he gave to his pursuits he adhered as 
scrupulously as possible, never lightly suffer- 
ing them to be interfered with ; now listening 
tohis reader; now dictating what was to be 
written ; now using his own eyes sparingly 
for reading ; now writing by the aid of sim- 
ple machinery devised for those who are in 
darkness ; now parsing time in thoughtfully 
revolving his great theme. 

The excellence of his productions is, in 
part, transparent to every reader, Compare 
what he has written with the most of what 
others have left on the same subjects, and 
Prescott’s superiority 
the contrast. The easy flow of his language, 
and the faultless lucidity of his style, may 
make the reader forget the unremitting toil 
which the narrative has cost ; but the critical 
inquirer sees everywhere the fruits of inves. 
tigation rigidly pursued, and an impartiality 
and soundness of judgment, which give au- 
thority to every statement, 
every conclusion.” 

Mr. Prescott’s library was adorned with 
striking portraits of Ferdinand and Isabella 
—of Columbus—of Don Sebastian, King of 
Portugal—and most of the characters that 
figure in his histories. He possessed original 
letters of Ferdinand, Isabella and Charles V., 
anda piece of the lace from the shroud of 
Cortes. The historian did not usually write 
in his library, butin a small room over it, 
made very light to meet the wants of one 
whose sight was imperfect. When fully pre- 
pared to write, Mr, Prescott'’s daily task 
would average about seven pages of one of 
his printed volumes, Most persons with per- 
fect vision would complain if they were daily 
compelled to copy seyen pages from those 
charming books. 

The thirteen volumes which comprise Mr. 
Prescott's works are noble monuments to his 
life of labor and study. With a knowledge 
of the faets coneerning their preparation, as 
above given, who will not say all honor to 
the memory of the man whose patient toil, 
careful training, rare scholarship, and heroic 
devotion, produced the Histories of Ferdinand 
and Isabella, the Conquests of Mexico and 
the Second"!

The shoe and leather business, in 


which 
this portion of the State is deeply interested, 
almost to the exclusion of other branches of 
industry, was, less than a quarter of a centu- 
ry since, regarded as small and unimportant. 
No great amount of wealth, up tothat period, 
had been accumulated by either manufactur- 
ers or dealers. It was regarded at that time 
}a8 a poor business to engage in, had little 
credit, and was not held in very high estima- 
tion by banks and capitalists, But the

NO. XII. 


All men, individually, as well as’ bodies of 
men act on secret, of on avowed principles. | 
All may not be aware of it, but so it is. 

| Their principles of action may not be brought 
into regular systems; but yet they act on cer- 
tain principles which ate more or less defined, 
and whether they are sensible of it or not. 
All denominations of nominal or real chris- 
tians, have fixed principles of action. You 
may call them creeds, if you will; and writ- 
ten or unwritten, or pretend to have none, 
yet they have them. The papists have long 
since, published theirs to the world. We 
will now examine some of them. 

1, The infallibility of the Pope of Rome, or 
the Church of Rome, of which the Pope is 
the acknowledged head; virtually, he is the 
Church. All Romanists are taught to believe 
that he cannot err, Whatever he he may say 
or do, is not to be questioned, it must be right. 
But how does their doctrine agree with their 
practice? They are not always of the same 
mind. In 1588, Henry IV passed the famous 
edict of Nantz, which gave toleration to Drot- 
estants, which gave them great relief and joy. 
According to Papal rule, this edict was cer- 
tainly right. But about a hundred years af- 
ter this memorable edict was passed, Lewis 
XIV repealed it. So one Pope banished the 
Jesuits, and another recalled them. But the 
Almighty, whose vicegerent he claims to be, 
** will not call back his word.” And what 
seems to grow out of the above doctrine, is, 

2. ‘ Non-resistance and passive obedience,” 
as the duty of all his subjects, who have no 
right to inquire into the right or wrong of the 
decree. And if any demure, the ‘* holy? in- 
quisition is open for them.” 

Another fundrmental principle is, 

3. The Pope has power to forgive sins, and 
itis his prerogative. The confessional snd 
purgatory grow out of this impious doctrine. 
Many of the sins they confess, as eating meat 
jon Friday, would not be considered sins, ex- 
cept as they are taught to believe. Penance 
and money will buy pardon of the past and 
future. Rome, when the coffers of the Pope 
| need replenishing, he sends his legates forth 
with indulgences duly signed by the Pope, 
| for sins small and great, past and future, and 

such as they may choose to commit, and for 
any number of days; the price according to 
the greatness of the sin, and the length of 
time specified in the instrument, 

Some years ago, a man purchased an indul- 
| gence to commit any sins he pleased for so 
many days. He then gave the legate a thor- 
oug beating, and took the large sum the 
| legate had collected, and went his way. He 
| was brought before the court for a terrific sen- 
| tence; but his certificate of indulgence cleared
